1 . (Cxirrently Amended) A method for verifying a value of goods on a supplier invoice, said 
method comprising: 

compiling a d aily in T>nt of supplier invoice data into a weekly statistical sample of 
supplier invoices, wherein said statistical sample comprises a sanrpling size greater than a 
sampling size used in United States Customs Service audits: 

inputting a first value of imported goods in a data processing system; 

inputting a second value of imported goods in said data processing system; 

sglectively comparing said first value with said second value; 

performing a logic step, wherein said logic step comprises one of: 

alerting a user if said first value does not equal said second value; and 
making an automated payment if said first value equals said second value; and 

repeating said method for subsequent supplier invoices. 

2. (Original) The method of claim 1 , wherein said step of inputting a first value of imported 
goods into a data processing system con^)rises inputting a value clainaed on an import 
declaration, and wherein said step of inputting a second value of imported goods into said data 
processing system comprises inputting a value claimed on a payment invoice. 
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3 . (Original) The nielbod of claim 1 , wherein said step of comparing said first value with 
said second value occurs for every occurrence of said inputting a first value of imported goods 
into a data processing system and said step of inputting a second value of imported goods into 
said data processing system. 

4. (Currently Amended) The method of clai m 1 , wherein said step of comparing said first 
vnlii R with^id f i ecoiid value occurs sel e ctiv ei- v sampling size is approximately 30 supplier 
invoices - 

5. (Currently Amended) The method of claim [[4]] 1, further comprising selectii^ a 
statistical sample of supplier invoices having said first value greater than a predetermined 
amount. 

6- (Currently Amended) Tlie method of claim [[4]] 1, finther comprising selecting a 
statistical random sample fix)m all supplier invoices in said data processing system, and 
identifying an amoujat of occurrences of unequal first values compared with second values, 
attributed to a common supplier. 

7. (Original) The method of claim 6, further comprising selecting all invoices of said 
common supplier if said amount of occurrences exceeds a predetermined amount, and alerting 
said user. 
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8. (Currently Amended) A computer system executing a method for verifying a value of 
goods on a supplier invoice, said m e thod computer system comprising: 

a sampling generator adapted to compile a daily input of supplier invoice data into a 
weekly statistical sample of supplier invoices, wherein said statistical sample comprises a 
sampling size greater than a sampling size used in United States C ustoms Service audits; 

a data processing system adapted to have inputting a first value and a second value of 
imported goods being input therein i n a data procooging pygtcm ; 

Inputting Q socond value of importod gooda in said data proc e ssing systom; 

an input data management system adapted to selectively compare comparing said first 
value with said second value; 

performing a logic ctop^ wherein said log i c ot ep compriaoG one of componen t comprising: 
an alert component adapted to alert al e rting a user if said first value does not 
equal said second value; and 

making a payment system adapted to make an automated payment if said first 
value equals said second valucT-and 

r epeating said method for subs e quent suppli e r invoic e s . 

9, (Currently Amended) The computer system of claim 8, wherein ki - soid method, said step 
of comparing the comparison of said first value with said second value occurs for every 
occurrence of 5ai4 4e inputting [[a]] of said first value of imported goods into a data processing 
system and said Qtop of the inputting [[a]] of said second value of imported goods into said data 
processing system. 
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10. (Currently Amended) The computer system of claim 8, wherein in said m e fliod, said st e p 
of oomporing said firgt -^^-^i^^^ "^'^^ ^ - ^^^ r . nonnA vnhm noonrn ncloctivQlv said sampling size is 
a pproximately 30 supplier invoices . 

(Currently Amended) The computer system of claim 4^ 8^ wherein said method further 
compriaing sgleoting sampling generator is further adapted to generate and select a statistical 
sample of supplier invoices having said first value greater than a predetermined amount. 

12. (Currently Amended) The computer system of claim W 8, wherein said mothod furth e r 
compris i ng sel e cting sampling generator is further adapted to generate and select a statistical 
random sample from all supplier invoices in said data processing system, and identifjing identify 
an amount of occurrences of imequal first values compared with second values[[J] attributed to a 
conunon supplier. 

13. (Cmrently Amended) The computer system of claim 12, wherein said m e thod farth e r 
comprising solooting wherein said sampling generator is fiirther adapted to select all invoices of 
said common supplier if said amount of occvirrences exceeds a predetermined amount, and 
al e rdng alert said user. 

14. (Currently Amended) A program storage device readable by machine, tangibly 
embodying a program of instructions executable by the machine to perform a method for 
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verifying an import declaration with an invoice for value of goods, said method comprising: 

compiling a dailv input of sunnlier invoice data into a weekly statistical sample of 
supplier invoices, wherein said statistical sample comprises a sampling size greater than a 
sampling size used in United States Customs Service audits: 

inputting a first value of imported goods in a data processing system; 

inputting a second value of imported goods in said data processing system; 

selectively comparing said first value with said second value; 

performing a logic step^ wherein said logic step comprises one of: 

alerting a user if said first value does not equal said second value; and 
making an automated payment if said first value equals said second value; and 

repeating said method for subsequent supplier invoices* 

15. (Original) The program storage device in claim 14, wherein in said method, said step of 
inputting a first value of imported goods into a data processing system comprises inputting a 
value claimed on an import declaration, and wherein said step of inputting a second value of 
imported goods into said data processing system comprises inpiitting a value claimed on a 
payment invoice. 

16. (Original) The program storage device in claim 14, wherein in said method, said step of 
comparing said first value with said second value occurs for every occurrence of said inputting a 
first value of imported goods into a data processing system and said step of inputting a second 
value of imported goods into said data processing system.

14, whereirt said method 
further comprises selecting a statistical sample of supplier invoices having said first value greater 
than a predetermined amount. 

1 9. (Currently Amended) The program storage device in claim 14, wherein said method 
further comprises selecting a statistical random sample from all supplier invoices in said data 
processing system^ and identifying an amoimt of occurrences of unequal first values compared 
with second values, attributed to a common supplier. 

20. (Original) The program storage device in claim 19, wherein said method further 
comprises selecting all invoices of said common supplier if said amount of occurrences exceeds 
a predetermined amount, and alerting said user. 
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
